From 
the dry goods business here, he 
branched out- into real estate and 
banking, and finally founded the Mil- 
waukee Avenue Bank, a State concern. 
Before the crash came, the amount of 
alleged forged notes was said to have 
been $1,300,000.

His bank was the favorite depository 
of people of small means, chiefly Scan- 
dinavians and Poles.

The size or volume of the brain in- 
creases when the individual goes to 
sleep and decreases wher he awakens. 
The size of the hands and feet in- 
creases. When the man is asleep and 
become smaller when he is ‘awake.

became deepei 

PULSE INCREASES IN SIZE.

MANAGUA, Jan, 20.—Pfesident Mad- 
riz announced today that Gen. Estra- 
reply had served to end abruptly 
the peace negotiations and that rein- 
forcements had been ordered to the 
front with the purpose of striking a 
decisive blow at the insurgent army. 

Gen. Estrada and Gen. Chamorro 
have sent the following message 
through Rear-Admiral Kimball to 
President Madriz: 

“Before answering your message re 
garding the place of holding a peace 
conference, you must reply categorica!- 
ly to our message of the I7th inst., in 
which wersay that you may send 
peace commissioners, 
agree to our conditions of peace, which 
are the recognition of the provisional 
government.”

Yeung Man, Long in Service. — 
William H. Harrison is not yet forty 
years old, but he has been in the gov- 
ernment service for about twelve years 
As Deputy Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue for Southern California, during 
and after the Spanish War, Harrison 
made a good record. 

When Mr. Flint was nominafed as 
Postenaster by President Roosevelt in 
1904, he chose Harrison as his aassist- 
ant. The two have worked together 
ever since. 

»I realize the office will be one of 
the hardest in the country to fill,” said 
Harrison, yesterday. “It is generally 
conceded by depaktment officials that 
Mr. Funt's administration of this or- 
fice wis well-nigh perfect.

The spectacle of a Mayor of a city of the char- 
acter of Los Angeles and its entire Council taking 
“programme” from that handful wn as “Our 
Set” with the docility of Tammany aldermen must 
be reassuring to those deluded people who believed 
the irresponsible, selfish, greedy, malignant parti- 
sans who covered themselves with the fleece of 
“reform” would bring good government to this 
municipality. That the administration in its 
subordinates, in its throne, and its powers behind 
the throne, is bent on municipal mischief repre- 
senting the worst type of machine politics and pol-

was bought for less than one-twentieth of that sum, 
He has been part of the administration of the 
water department which stands unparalleled in the 
history of the United States for success—rates 
being reduced to minimum, and profits being in- 
creased. He has been an important part of all this 
success, which meant the accumulation of la 
profits for the people, and which were loaned to 
aqueduct project when its finances Cragged and the 
work would have suffered by interruption. This 
work of years, done gratwitously, generously and 
faithfully for the people of Los Angeles, must be 
brutally disregarded in the fever of 
rapine. Mayor Alexander, the puppet of the con- 

tors, has slavishly obeyed their brutal edict. 

The Mayor in his message (or witosesoever it was, 
for the language suggests beneficial editing) urges 
several “reasons” as pretexts for his conclusion. 
There was a legal doubt as to the eligibility of 
Gen. Sherman to hold the position, and that doubt 
had been decently presented by the former Council! 
to the Attorney-General for his decision by a re- 
quest for permission to bring quo warranto suit. 
Yet the Mayor gives this as one reason. Another 
is that no person ‘representing public utility cor- 
porations should serve on a board that is managing | 
a municipally-owne’ public utility. We confess 
inability to agree with this lest vagary, even re- 
motely. The municipality is entitled to well- 
equipped servants, and who could be better equipped 
to act for the city than Gen. Sherman in managing 
a public ‘utility? Who may utter one adverse word 
against the service of Gen. Sherman as a member 
of the Water Board? Do reduced rates, enormous 
extensions, amplified equipment, improved service, 
and enlarged profits, support the Mdyor’s borrowed 
reason? Does he really know what is meant by 
the language sent to the Council over his signa- 
ture—language of “the staff?“ 

There was only one possible ground on which the 
retirement of Gen. Sherman might have been con- 
sidered—his alleged legal ineligibility. The charter 
provision is admittedly doubtful. If the construc- 
tion placed on it by the City Attorney is to be : 
followed, are not Stoddard Jess, W. C. Patterson, 
I. E. Gibbon, Henry O'Melveny, John R. Haynes 
(appointed by the Mayor since the Sherman case 
arose,) Maj. John H. Norton, Gen. John R. | 
Mathews, George I. Cochrane and many more, dis- 
qualified for the same reason as Gen. Sherman? Is 
not the charter broad enough to include Goo-goos? 

The provision says “no Councilman or other city 
officer shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in 
any contract to which the city is a party, or made 
by amy officer of the city in behalf of the city.” 
All Gen. Sherman asked was the legal construction 
of this language. He is a minority stockholder in a 
corporation that rents offices to the Board of Public 
Works. Does the law mean that this disqualifies 
him, ipso facto, even if he does not know the fact? 
The question raised Wy him needs determination, 
for it must affect scores of others, and in raising 
it he was gaining a definition that means certainty 
for the future. That was the question presented 
to the Attorney-General, and it would have been 


determined by him, in all probability, in the next 
thirty days, as the last brief was to have been filed | 
en the 24th inst.—the limit fixed by the Attorney- 
General; but the intoxication of political power, 
unrestricted, too, overcame the Goo-goo set, and 
the appeal was mnde to perverted political methods. 
It is glorification to Gen. Sherman and not hu- 


quitter. In the face of a partisan political antag- 
onism he has appealed to the law, and has been 
‘met with the bludeon of political spoilsmen. His 
search for decency has been met by a Mayor and 
Council that were pledged in advance to visit po- 
litical vengeance on him by men who, themselves, 
are bearing the same relation to public service and 
private interest tha: they condemn in him. 

The whole performance, planned by the evil 
geniuses of the Goo-gro perty, indicates that bold- 
ness has come with success and power, and that an 
open raid is to be made on the aqueduct and 
other projects of the. city. We may expect other 
removals, for the Mayor and Council seem ready— 
in fact, they are on record—to, carry out all that 
the Lissner machine demands. And God spare the 
people of Los Angeles if they do carry out all the 
demands of this machine, for it was conceived for

In the State of New York they have published 
in an annotated volume the consolidated laws of 
that-State as amended up to January 1, 1910. In 
this publication there are 157 royal octavo pages, 
containing about 85,000 words, which represent ad- 
ditions to the railroad laws of the Empire State 
since January 1, 1907. The total railroad laws up 
to the end of 1906 made an octavo volume of 782 
pages, containing about 329,000 words. As it 
stands now, these laws regulating railroads 
amount to about 414,000 words, and these exclude 


royal octavo pages, containing about 78,000 words, 
under railroads and interstate commerce. The

words. New Jersey five years ago had railroad 
laws which filled an octavo volume of 284 pages, 
approximately 113,000 words. Since then that 
State has added 75 pages, about 30,000 words, on 
railroads, making a total of 143,000 words. The 
Pennsylvania railroad laws are expressed in 340,000 
words. 

These three States, with the Federal laws added, 
present railroad tutes which amount to almost 
a million words. provisions of these statutes 
are binding upon all roads operating in the three 
States named, and many roads which run through 
these three States penetrate others where similar 
laws are in force and must be obeyed. 

We next have Interstate Commerce and State 
‘commissions with their rulings. The decisions of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission have the ef- 
fect of law unless they are set aside by the courts. 
They require sixteen volumes. The latest of them 
is one of 745 pages, containing nearly 350,000 
words. It is estimated that all these rulings make 
up a total of 5,500,000 words. 

Between 1992 and 1907 there were enacted 800 
separate laws in varicus States touching common 
carriers. Thirty-nine of the forty-six States have 
railread commissions, twenty-five have statutes 
regulating car service, twenty-seven laws regu- 
lating stations, twenty-three have laws regulating 
train service, twenty-one acts regulating the con- 
struction and use of side tracks and spurs, thirty- 
six have passed laws tegulating corporate affairs 
of railroads, and seventeen acts limiting the hours 
of labor of railrogd employés.

OR HEALTH AS WELL AS PURSE. 

We note with approbation and pleasure the 
formation of anti-meat-eating clubs in many parts 
of the United States. We fegret to notice a singu- 
lar reason given for this new movement. This re- 
gret comes from the fact, as we see things, that 
the one reason given might be matched by another 
just as good. 

Since the outcry vecame so loud and continuous 
about the intolerable cost of living in thes¢é imme- 
diate days we have recommended the limiting ‘of 
‘meat dishes to once a day at most, and cutting 
down the quantify much below the average con- 
sumption in the United States. We have pointed 
out, both in the editorial columns and in that sec- 
tion of the Magazine devoted to the care of the 
bedy, the truth that too much indulgence in meat 
foods not only exhausted the purse, but tended to 
the production of microbes, bacilli and bacteria 
from which various diseases arise. 

The assumption is very general in this country 
that an abundance of meat foods is necessary to 
the maintenance of the physical nature of man in 
full vigor after mature years and to the development 
of the frame during growth. It is a false assumption. 
There are many nationalities of conspieuous physical! 
vigor as well as mental grasp among whom the 
consumption of meat is very smail. In Europe mit- 
lions of people are prevented from using meat 
above once a week because of the cnormous high 
cost of there foods. They are not only fully devel- 
oped in stature, but their muscular strength is 
notably great. In the Orient the use of meat food 
is cut to a very narrow limit. It may be objegted | 
that the Japanese are a people of small frame. 


the average ration. Bone development is more de- 
pendent upon cereal foods than upon meat. The 
western American is e man of very large frame 
because he feeds upon wheat grown on prairies and 
in oak openings in which the phosphates exist at a 
very maximum degree. If the Japanese are small 
in stature, they are full of both physical and men- 
tal vigor. We must remember again in relation to 
oriental peoples that there is a general deficiency of 
food in that quarter of the world. 

It would seem as if these anti-meat-eating clubs 
were possibly going too far in pledging themselves 
to the entire abstention for a ‘ple of months 
from meat. We have no doubt that they will do 
well and not miss this strong element from their

in any single care. 

But our programme would be a perpetual one. 
The average American family would live at a con- 
siderable lower cost, and the members would de 
just as vigorous both in mind and body and a great 
deal more likely to escape from attacks of sick- 
ness, if the regimen were so arranged that meat 
would be used in the family only once a day, then 
with moderation, the meal being made mostly of

Switchyards and lines in- 
Stalled in the northern part of Pomona 
proper, and about a mile of work in a 
westerly direction has been done to 
meet the eastern extension of the Co- 
Vina branch. The Pomona line repre- 
— an outlay of about $20,000 per 

The Ontario line has already seven 
and one-half miles of track cetween 
San Antonio Heights and Ontario, in 
a line Funn north and south and 
touching North Ontario and Upland. 

At North Ontario the distance to the 
Pomona line is but seven miles, and 
this is where the rapid work will de 

to connect the lines. 5 

The Pacific Light and Power Com- 
pany owns every, share of the stock ot 
the Ontario-San Antonio line. end H. 
E. Huntington and William Kerchkof 
are the directing genii, not oniy im the 
Pacific Light and Power Company. but 
also in the Pacific Electric. ~ 

The Pacifie Light and Power Com- 
pany has arranged to furnish tue power 
for the new line. Already two anti- 
quated undershot wheels are supplying 
power, but $15,000 will be expended in 
drawing the power from the Azusa, 
Mentone and Sierra plants of the 
power company to a point close to the 
line of the extension. Here transform- 
ers will be t in and 2660 KW. II. of 
power win established for tho. op- 
eration of the line. 

TO REBUILD LINE. 

At present the chief market value 
of the Ontario line is its «franchise. 
The line only owns four cars and but 
two are in operation. The company 
has been operating with a capital of 
$160,000 and last year cleared more than 
$10,000 on the investment. 

With the rebuilding, however, this 
line must be altered. The rails now 
in use are only thirty-five-pound steel. 
New seventy-pound rails must be in- 
stalled, and modern rolling stock pur- 
chased. This will be done at once. 

Plans call for the relaying of the 
track between North Ontario and On- 
tario with heavy steel, and in the 
estimate fer construction betterments 
this stretch of track will cost $47,000 
with its pro ratio of rolling stock 
and power equipment. 

The north end of the present line 
will stand for some time as it is and 
will de used for local fares only. In 
the end, however, the company wil! 
beautify its 200 acres at San Antonio 
Heights, and not only will open . 
fifteen acres of pleasure grounds, but 
will extend mountain lines into two of 
the cafions for the summer trade. 

At North Ontario and Upland. where 
the line to Pomoma runs east, 324,000 
has been spent upon the right of way. 
It bas been estimated that $113,660 
will be the con for the running of 
the Wi from Upland to the Pomena 
limite, and 861.470 is set aside for the 
connection with the Pacific Electric 
inside of Pomona. 
engineers have $15,000 for power and

The line from Pomona to Upland 
will be single track at first, but there, 
is plenty of room set eside for a four- 
track system in the future. 

Tae . wehise for this line was ob- 
taine¢ e aly with the provieo that the 
road Duild two forty-foot houlevards 
on the side of the line and reads pat- 
terned after those at Oneonta Park 
will result. The company has seventy 
feet — its part of the right of way, 
and wil] prepare to handle any future 
trackage by placing its present line 
where it will not have to be moved. 
Work will begin on the road Febru- 
ary 1, as there will be $100,000 in the 
treasury on that day as the result of 
@ivance sales of the bonds made by 
i. FE. Woodside & Co. of this city. 
This company le financing the bond 
deal and, while but $300,000 will be 
sold vow, the deed of trust is so word- 
ed that the additional $700.000 bends 
can be used the minute the road is on 
a paying platform with the present 
improvements. 

The bonds taken by the Woodside 
company are 6 per cent, twenty -five- 
year issues. It was fret determined 
to place the bonds at 5 per cent., but 
the interest rate in Southern Califer- 
nia was shown to be high. and the 
rate on the bonds waa raised to make 
them a. popular security. 

The cost of building the line is esti- 
mated at $20,0% per mile, including roll- 
ing stock, and as this cost js com- 
paratively low the bonds will be of
